To 
undertake to elicit terms from Great 
Britain, France and Russia, as Ger- 
many has suggested, would place the 
president, he believes, in a delicate 
position, in view of what Sir Edward 
Grey has told Ambassador Page. 


The British foreign secretary re- 


cently took the position that the war 
had been forced on Great Britain, that 
the neutrality of Belgium had been 
disregarded and that it would be ne- 
cessary to crush German militarism 
before 
the 
allies 
could 
feel 
safe 


against new attacks, and before a 
treaty of peace could be worth a 
"scrap of paper." Sir Edward said the 
allies could make no comment until 
they had reecived a definite statement 
of terms trom Germany and Austria. 


On comparing expressions from the 


allied powers and that of the imperial 
German 
chancellor, the 
president 


found that they took almost an iden- 
tical position. He is not disposed to 
take any action as a result of the un- 
official exchanges because of their in- 
formal character, all of them having 
been conducted orally, and is anxious 
to avoid entangling the United States 
in the intricacies of European diplo- 
macy. 


The German 
imperial 
chancellor 


told Ambassador Gerard that before 
entering upon any negotiations look- 
ing toward peace, the Germans want 
to know the attitude of their foes, and 
that any peace must provide for the 
territorial integrity of the German 
empire and its protection from neigh- 
bors in the future. 


45 Drowned; Train Hits Cloudburst. 


St. Louis and San Francisco train 


No. 5, west bound, known 
as 
the 


"Texas 
Limited," plunged into a 


cloudburst near Lebanon, 182 miles 
southeast of St. Louis, and before the 
engineman could stop the train the 
track gave way and the locomotive 
and four cars rolled into a ooded 
gully. 


Thirty-five to forty-five persons In 


two passenger coaches were drowned 
and probably a score injured. 
The 


four sleeping cars remained on the 
track, and the passengers in those 
coaches rushed forward to rescue tho 
persons imprisoned in the cars sub- 
merged in twelve feet of water. 


The engineman, describing his ex- 


periences, said that the train was run- 
ning slowly when tne cloudburst oc- 
curred. A wall of water swept across 
the track and appeared to be rushing 
toward the train. He closed the throt- 
tle in an effort to stop the train, but 
in a moment the locomotive and four 
cars were swept from the rails.

The mother died in her daughter's 
arms. 


The young girl fled from the train 


and for many hours wandered about 
until she found a village, from which 
she was finally passed on to friends 
in Berlin.

President Wilson seen tittle proa* 
poet of peace In Europe reflected la 
tho unofficial exchanges which Ameri­ 
can ambassadors have been conduct* 
Ing 
with 
Germany, Great Britain» 
France and Russia. 


This was learned, following a care­ 
ful study of the message which Am­ 
bassador Gerard cabled giving his 
recollection of an informal conversa­ 
tion with the Imperial German chan­ 
cellor, Von Bethmann*Hollweg. 


Until something more tangible and 
more definite in the way of overture* 
comes from the bellgerents, the presi­ 
dent feels that his hands are tied. To 
undertake to elicit terms from Great 
Britain, France and Russia, as Ger­ 
many has suggested, would place the 
president, he believes, in a delicate 
position, in view of what Sir Edward 
Grey has told Ambassador Page. 


The British foreign secretary re­ 
cently took the position that the war 
had been forced on Great Britain, that 
tho neutrality of Belgium had been 
disregarded and that it would be ne­ 
cessary to crush German militarism 
before 
the 
allies 
could 
feel 
safe 
against new attacks, and before a 
treaty of peace could be worth a 
“scrap of paper/' Sir Edward said the 
allies could make no comment until 
they had received a definite statement 
of terms from Germany and Austria. 


On comparing expressions from the 
allied powers and that of the Imperial 
German 
chancellor, 
the 
president 
found that they took almost an iden­ 
tical position. He is not disposed to 
take any action as a result of the un* 
official exchanges because of their in­ 
formal character, all of them having 
been conducted orally, and is anxious 
to avoid entangling the United States 
in the intricacies of European diplo­ 
macy. 


The German 
imperial 
chancellor 
told Ambassador Gerard that befor« 
entering upon any negotiations look­ 
ing toward peace» the Germans want 
to know the attitude of their foes, and 
that any peace must provide for tha 
territorial integrity of the German 
empire and its protection from neigh­ 
bors in the future.

Chicago:—Edgar S. "Sky High" Mc- 


Gurrin, famous for years as a dare- 
devil balloonist and parachute jumper, 
was fatally injured when the most 
spectacular rescue attempt in the his- 
tory of aviation failed at the Cicero 
flying field. 


Three- hundred spectators saw Mc- 


Gurrin dangling at the end of a para- 
chute which refused to open, fall 1,800 
feet with two biplanes diving at top 
speed toward him, in a desperate at- 
tempt to catch him in midair, as a 
swallow might grab a June bug. 


Falling like a plummet, he descend- 


ed faster even than the humming bi- 
planes. -Nearly every bone in his 
body was smashed when he hit the 
ground, and the aviators made sharp 
twists upward to avoid losing their 
own lives. 


McGurrin had attached his para- 


chute to the biplane driven by Roy M. 
Francis, planning a sensational drop 
for the amusement of the crowd. 
Francis took his machine up 1,800 feet 
before McGurrin gave him the signal 
and cut loose from the machine. 


Hovering near them, in another bi- 


plane, was Newell ("Jimmy") Mc- 
Guire, a skilled pilot, accompanied by 
Floyd Logan, a photographer.

The players arej 
divided into Iwo sideu, uud elatiouedj 
much as in association football, and 
the ball la placed on the ground to- 
put in play, as in football.

player runs forward, throws himself 
flat on the ground and butts the ball' 
toward the opposite side. This first 
butt, when the ball is on the ground, 
never lifts it much and it rolls and 
bounds toward the opponents. One or 
two of the latter run toward It; one, 
throws himself flat on his face and; 
butts the ball back. Usually this butt;! 
lifts it, and it flies back in a curve 
well up in the air, and an opposite 
player, rushing toward it, catches it 
on his head with such a swing of 
his brawny neck, and such precision, 
and address, that the ball bounds 
back- through the air as a football 
soars after a drop kick. If the ball 
flies off to one Bide or the other it IB 
brought back, and again put into play. 
Often it will be sent to'and fro a 
dozen times, from head to head, until 
finally it rises with such a sweep that 
it passes far over the heads of the 
opposite players and descends behind 
them. Then shrill, rolling cries of 
good-humored 
triumph arise 
from 


the victors, and the game Instantly, 
begins again with fresh zest. 


There are, of course, no such rules 


as in a specialized ball game of civili- 
zation, and I saw n6 disputes. There 
may be eight or ten, or many more 
players on each side. 
The ball is 


never touched with the hands or feet, 
or with anything except .the top of the 
head. It is hard to decide whether to 
wonder most at the dexterity and 
strength with which it is hit or butted 
with the head, as it comes 
down 


through the air, or at the reckless 
speed and skill with which the players 
throw themselves headlong on the 
ground to return the ball if It comes 
low down. Why they do not grind 
off their noses I cannot Imagine. Some 
of the players hardly ever failed to 
catch and return the ball if it came in 
their neighborhood, and with such a 
vigorous toss of th« head that it often 
flew in a. great curve for a really as- 
tonishing distance.—Theodore Hoose* 
velt, in Scribner's Magazine.

Well, theee Pareole Indiana enth«- 
alaitlcally play football with their 
hoada.

Then al 
player runa forward, throwa himself 
flat on the ground and butta the ball' 
toward the oppoatto aide. Thla flrat 
butt, when the ball la on the ground, 
never lifts It much and It rolla and 
bounds toward the opponenta. One or 
two of the latter run toward It; onel 
throwa himself flat on his face andi 
butts the ball back. Usually thla butt1 
lifts It. and It flies back In a curve 
well up In the air, and an oppoalte 
player, rushing toward It, catches It 
on his head with such a awing of 
hla brawny neck, and such precision 
and address, that the ball bounds 
back« through the air aa a football 
soars after a drop kick. If the ball 
flies off to one side or the other it la 
. brought back, and again put Into play. 
Often It will be sent to*and fro a 
dozen times, from head to head, until 
Anally it rises with such a sweep that 
It passes far over the heads of the 
opposite players and descends behind 
them. 
Then shrill, rolling cries of 
good-humored 
triumph 
arise 
from 
the victors, and the game Instantly, 
begins again with fresh zest. 


There are, of course, no such rulee 
as in a specialised ball game of civili­ 
sation, and I saw no disputes. There 
may be eight or ten, or many more 
playera on each side. 
The ball la 
never touched with the handa or feet, 
or with anything except .the top of the 
head. It Is hard to decide whether to 
wonder most at the dexterity and 
strength with which it Is hit or butted 
with the head, as it comes down 
through the air, or at the reckless 
speed and skill with which the playera 
throw themselvea headlong on the 
ground to return the ball If It cornea 
low down.

WAYS OF PREPARING BEEF 


HEARTS. 


Tho price of beef hearts varies in 


different districts and it is hardly safe 


to say that any 
kind of meat IB low 
In price. As there 
are no bones and 
but little waste In . 
hearts it IB quite an 
economical dish to 
u s e occasionally. 


If the heart is to 


be cooked whole it should be well 
washed to remove all the blood. Tha 
ordinary method of serving them la 
to stuff and stew or roast them. About 
two hours should be allowed for the 
roasting and they should be well 
basted during the procees. 
When 


stuffing, cut through the partition so 
that there la but one cavity to fill. A 
stuffing of sausage meat to which two 
or three onions have been added 
makes a most savory dish. To make. 
a. sage and onion stuffing chop a large 
orrion and boil it for ten minutes in 
a little water, add a cupful of bread 
crumbs, salt, butter, aage and the 
beaten white of an egg, season well 
with pepper and fill the heart. 


Calf's Heart en Casserole.—Wash 


the heart and stuff with any desiredi 
forcement. Arrange a half cupful of 
onions and carrots in a casserole, then 
lay in the heart. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and paprika, dredge with flour 
and bake for two hours. Remove from 
the dish and make a brown gravy, 
using four tablespoonfuls of the fat 
with three of flour, adding two cupfuls 
of boiling water. Serve with the gravy 
and vegetables around the heart. 


Heart a la Francalse.—Fill the heart 


with veal stuffing made aa follows:' 
Take a half cupful of crumbs, two 
tablespoonfuls of finely chopped suet, a 
teaspoonful of parsley chopped, some 
sweet herbs, salt and pepper to taste, 
bind with a beaten egg. This stuffing 
is especially nice for veal. Fasten the 
heart with string well sewed to keep 
the stuffing in, rub oVer with fat of 
melted suet, and fold In a buttered 
paper or put into a paper bag used for 
cooking. Roast for three and a half 
hours. Serve gamlehed with spinach 
and cooked tomatoes and serve with 
a brown sauce.

OLD AGE AND FOOD. 


After middle life the organs that 


are concerned with elimination are not 


as active aa they are in 
youth. The appetite may, 
be good and temptation, 
to satisfy It Is great, If' 
not greater than In ear- 
lier life. As the power 
of the liver, lungs, kid- 
neys and skin Is consid- 
erably diminished, th0 
food Is not eliminated as 
thoroughly and rapidly 


and so accumulates to clog the wheels. 
This debris acts as foreign matter. 
During the last half of life less food 
Is required and each individual, If 
good health is maintained, must study 
his own system to know Just what IB 
required without leaving a dangerous 
waste to disturb the machinery. 


The eating habit is one which Is 


fully as bad to overcome as any other 
Intemperate habit. The first requisite 
then, for the aged especially, is to 
guard against over-indulgence. • 


Another important point is to select 


such foods as are easy of mastica- 
tion, and avoid tough and fibrous 
foods. Milk is a valuable food for the 
aged in any form. If it seems to dis- 
agree it should be tried In various 
ways before it Is given up. ^ It Is the 
nearest to a perfect food we have as 
It more nearly resembles the blood 
than any of our foods. 


The aged often find a condiment of 


some nature an agreeable help in di- 
gestion. 
Junket, custards and soft 


cooked egg dishes with milk make 
easy assimilated food which should 
be used largely in the menu. 


A largo proportion of those extreme- 


ly aged will find It better to eat a 
light meal four or five times a day 
rather than the ordinary three mealp. 


If troubled with the common trouble 


of old agp, Insomnia, a glass of warm 
milk or gruel on retiring or on awat» 
int; in the night will often prove very 
effective in producing sleep. 


Buttermilk and koumln are other 


forms of milk which aro especially 
good tor both old and young when 
the digestive apparatus nerds extra 
care.

WAYS OF PREPARING IIK P 


HEARTS. 


Tho price of beef hearts varies la 
different districts and It Is hardly safa 


to 
say 
that any 
kind of moat Is low 
in price. 
As there 
ato no bones and 
but little waste In 
hearts It Is quite an 
economical dish to 
u s o 
occasionally, 
If tho heart Is to 
bo cooked wholo it should be well 
washed to romove all tho blood. The 
ordinary method of serving them Is 
to stuff and stew or roast them. About 
two hours should bo allowed for the 
roasting and they should 
be well 
basted 
during tho process. 
When 
stuffing, cut through the partition so 
that thcro is but one cavity to fill. A 
stuffing of sausage meat to which two 
or three onions have 
been added 
makes a most savory dish. 
To make 
a sage and onion stuffing chop a larga 
onion and boll it for ton minutes in 
a littlo water, add a cupful of bread 
crumbs, salt, butter, sage and the 
beaten white of an egg, season well 
with pepper and fill the heart. 


Cairo Heart on Caoeerole.—W ash 
the heart and stuff with any desired) 
forcement. 
Arrange a half cupful of 
onions and carrots in a casserole, then 
lay In the heart. 
Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and paprika, dredge with flour 
and bake for two hours. Remove from 
the dish and make a brown gravy, 
using four tablespoonfuls of the fat 
with three of flour, adding two cupfula 
of boiling water. Serve with the gravjr 
and vegetables around the heart. 


Heart a la Francolse.—Fill the heart 
with veal stuffing made as follows:; 
Take a half cupful of crumbs, two 
tablespoonfuls of finely chopped euet, a 
teaspoonful of parsley chopped, some 
sweet herbs, salt and pepper to taste, 
bind with a beaten egg. This stuffing 
is especially nice for veal. Fasten th* 
heart with string well sewed to keep 
the stuffing In, rub oVer with fat of 
melted suet, and fold In a buttered 
paper or put into a paper bag used for 
cooking. 
Roast for three and a half 
hours. 
Serve garnlohed with spinach 
and cooked tomatoes and servo with 
a brown sauce.

The appetite may, 
be food and temptation,

Junket, custards and soft 
cooked e g g dishes with milk m a k o 
easy assimilated food which should 
bo UBed largely In tho menu,

of old ago, Insomnia, a glass of warm 
milk or gruol on retiring or on awale 
Ing In tbo night will often prove very, 
effective In producing sleep.

Witnesses are be- 
ing heard and tbe whole form of proce- 
dure of a regular trial adopted, but there 
is no jury sitting in the case, the decision 
resting in the hands of Judge Sadler 
alone, who, under the Act of Assembly, 
is to determine the degree of guilty and 
give bis decision accordingly.

Number One. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one, 


article eight of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania. 
Be It resolveu by the Senate and Hove 
ft Representatives of the Conimonwotlth 
bf Pennsylvania in General Assembly met. 
That the following amendment to tho 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and the 
name is hereby, proposed. In accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section one of article eight, which 


reads as follows: 


"Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 


one years of ago, poasessir.gr the following 
qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at 
all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 
"First He shall have been a citizen of 
the United States at least one month. 
"Second. He shall have resided In the 
Stats one year (or. having previously 
been a qualified elector or natlve-bo*n cit- 
izen of the State, he shall have removed 
therefrom and returned, then six months) 
Immediately preceding the election. 
"Third. He shall have resided in the 


flection district where he shall offer to 
rote at least two months Immediately 
preceding the election. 
"Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax. which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or fe- 


male, of twenty-one years of age, possess- 
ing the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections, subject, 
however, to such laws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors as the 
General Assembly may enact: 
First. He or she shall have been a citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
month. 
Second. He or she shall have resided 


In the State one year (or, having pre- 
viously been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he or she shall 
have removed therefrom, and returned. 
then six months) immediately preceding 
the election. 
Third. He or she shall have resided in 


the election district where he or she shall 
offer to vote at least two months Imme- 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 


upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax. which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election. 
Fifth. Wherever the words "he." ''his," 
"him." and "himself" occur in any sec- 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
the same shall be construed as If •written, 
respectively, "he or she." "his or her," 
"him or her." and "himself or herself."

Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine .of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania- 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That .the following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, In accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of the 


Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county. 


city", borough, township, school district. 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
nevar exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt, or in- 
crease its Indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such assess- 
ed valuation of property, without the as- 
sent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law. but any city, the debt of 
•which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum. In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelplila for 
the construction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public Improvements, owned or 
to be owned by said city and county of j 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the I 
city and county of Philadelphia current ' 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, and of the annual In- ' 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be excluded in 
ascertaining the power of the city and 
county of Phllauelphia to become other- 
wise indebted; Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained." so that it shell 
read as follows:— 


Section 8 
The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or Increase 
its indebtedness to an amount exceeding 
two per centum upon surh assessed valua- 
tion of property, without the consent of 
the electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by law. 
but any city, the debt of which on the 
flrst day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded deven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by lav/ to increase the same three per 
centum 
In 
the 
aggregate, 
at 
any 


one time, upon such valuation. 
The 


city 
of 
Philadelphia, 
upon 
the con- 


ditions hereinafter set forth, may in- 
crease Its indebtedness to the extent of 
three per centum in excess of seven 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
for the specific purpose of providing for 
all or any of the following purposes,—to 
wit: For the construction and Improve- 
ment of subways, tunnuls. railways, ele- 
vated railways, and other transit facili- 
ties; for the construction nnd improve- 
ment of wharves and docks and for the 
reclamation of land to bo used in the con- 
struction of wharves nnd docks, owned or 
to be owned by said city. Such increase, 
however, shall only bo made with the as- 
sent of the electors thereof at a public 
election, to bf held In such manner as 
shall be provided by law. In ascertain- 
ing the borrowing capacity of snld city of 
Pniladclphlo, nt any time, there shall tx> 
excluded from tho calculation n credit, 
where the work resulting' from any pre- 
vious expenditure, for nny one or more 
of th* Kpor-lflc purposes hcreinabovo enu- 
merated shall be yielding to said city an 
annual current net revenue; the amount 


of which credit shall be ascertained by 
capitalizing the annual net revenue dur- 
ing the year Immediately preceding tho 
time of such ascertainment. Such capital- 
ization shall bo accomplished by ascer- 
taining the principal amount which would 
yield such annual, current net revenue, 
at the average rate cf Interest, and sink- 
ing-fund charges payable upon tho Indebt- 
edness Incurred by sajd city for such pur- 
poses, up to tho time of such ascertain- 
ment. The method of determining such 
amount, so to bo excluded or allowed as u 
credit, may be prescribed by the General 
Assembly. 
In Incurring Indebtedness, for any one, 


or more of said purposes of construction, 
improvement, or reclamation, tho city of 
Philadelphia may Issue its obligations ma- 
furlng not later than llfty years from tho 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund sullk'ient to retire said obligation at 
maturity, tho payments to such sinking- 
fund to bo in equal or graded annual In- 
stallments. Such obligations may be in 
an amount sufficient to provide for and 
may Include the amount of the Interest 
and sinking-fund charges accruing and 
which may accrue thereon throughout the 
period of construction and until the ex- 
piration of one year after the completion 
of. tho v.-orlc for which said indebtedness 
shall have been. incurred; and said city 
shall not be required to levy a tax to pay 
said Interest and sinking-fund charges, as 
required by section ten of article nine of 
tho Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of said period of one year 
after the completion of such work.

Proposing an amendment to section twen- 


ty-one of article three of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania- 
Section L Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met. That the following amend- 
ment to tho Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania be. and the same 
is hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section twenty-one, article three 


of the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"No act of the General Assembly shall 


limit the amount to be recovered for in- 
juries resulting In death, or for Injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of time 
within 
which suits may 
be brought 


against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided." so that it shall read as follows: 


The Genern' Assembly may enact laws 


requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployees arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases ol 
employees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases result in death, and regard- 
less of fault of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and the maximum and mini- 
mum limits thereof? and providing spe- 
cial or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof: but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted. 
No act shall prescribe any 


limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed by 
general laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now exist- 
ing are avoided.

tion In the Decay of Family Life 


—Wealthy Homes Included 


In the Excoriation. 


An emphatic protest against what 


he regarded as the decay of family 
life in the country, followed by the 
warning that it would conduce to the 
fall of England, as it led in great part 
to the fall of Greece and Rome in an- 
cient times, 
-WSLB 
made by Canon 


Rawnsley in the course of a sermon 
preached at St. Paul's cathedral, Lon- 
don, England. 


Beginning his remarks with a de- 


ecription of the home life of Christ 
a» a child, he declared that the nur- 
eery of the salvation of the world 
•was home and home life. It was a 
fact patent on all sides that home and 
the discipline of home were on tho 
•wane, and with this were being lost 
the best opportunities there were for 
noble education. 
There was Bome- 


thing about the atmosphere of a Jew- 
ish home which was learned by no di- 
rect teaching, but which breathed its 
benison upon the household and un- 
consciously affected it. That was the 
duty owed to the parents and the soli- 
darity of the family tie. 


Among Christian people, he said, 


in the homes of the poor it was often 
the woman who was called upon to 
drudge till she died to keep the family 
together. The idea of being responsi- 
ble for such care of girlhood as would 
prevent its ruin was a thing unthink- 
able in many a house. The girl, as 
soon as she had her evening meal, 
went out with her friend and came 
home when she would Little children 
of three and four openly defied feheir 
parents, and he had seen such parents 
apparently showing off to a circle of 
admiring friends on a bank holiday 
'the spirit that is in him' when a crea- 
ture of six kicked his father's shins 
and cursed his mother to her face. 


In the homes of the wealthy the 


same cancer of lack of parental au- 
thority and want of discipline was 
felt. The parents were tolerated by 
the rising generation rather than held 
In reverence 
A familiarity which 


tended to make a father's word of no 
avail was fostered from early days 
The nexus between son and home as 
soon as the young man went out into 
the world was a purely cash nexus, 
and the girl grew up to feel that home 
duties were intolerable. At the first 
opportunity she would join her girl 
friend in a flat and arrange her life 
without any reference to her father 
or mother. 


"Greece passed away with all its 


brilliance partly because it had no 
home life," he continued. "Rome found 
its belief in home life too weak to with- 
stand 'the change from city state to 
empire, ai'd the corroding influence oi 
a decadent orientalism.* Thtre is noth- 
ing that would prevent cur going the 
way of Greece and Ro^io unless we 
will once more make the ideal of home 
that Christ would havo it LJ be, open 
the eyes of the fathers and mothers 
of the land to their sen be of oppor- 
tunity as the makers of the character 
of the next generation, and recall the 
children to the duties owed to the 
home."

1USSSAN ARMIES 


NGE ON FOE 


The First and Second Russian ar 


mies, operating in Galicia and south 
ern Russian Poland, have effected a 
junction and part of them already 
have crossed the Vistula and San riv- 
ers in force. 


With the investment of Jaroslaw 


and Przemysl preventing any sorties 
from either stronghold, the Russians 
are now tree to continue their advance 
toward Cracow. Some of the detach- 
ed forts at Jaroslaw have been cap 
tured, but the main fortigcations are 
still holding out. 


From the San river westward the 


Russian armies will meet the fiercest 
resistance yet found. The Austrians 
have been reinforced by several Ger- 
man corps (80,000 to 100,000 men), 
and it is understood it is German 
strategy rather than 
Austrian with 


which the Russians will have to con- 
tend now. 


Minister of War Sukhomlinoff, dis- 


cussing the second phase of the cam- 
paign, said: 


"The picked corps of the Austrian 


armies have been reserved to meet 
us after we carried the first line ol 
the enemy's defense. 
Well drilled 


and veteran soldiers have replaced 
the raw landwehr (peasant reserves) 
that met our first attacks. 


"This is the crucial phase of the 


campaign. 
If we are successful we 


shall clear the way for our march into 
Silesia and all menace from Austria 
will be removed." 


Heavy Russian siege guns transport- 


ed over railroads taken from the Aus- 
trians are bombarding the two San 
river fortresses of Przemysl ano Jaro 
slaw.

RUSSIAN ARMIES 
ADVANCE ON FOE 


The First and Second Russian ar 
mies, operating in Galicia and south 
ern Russian Poland, have effected a 
junction and part of them already 
have crossed the Vistula and San riv­ 
ers in force.
